Ir. Speaking to a crowd of 200 students
and taculty at the Coftee Hour Tuesday,
Mr. Amory said that the pew line for
world Communists was to tty “to stir up
wrouble” without the risk of world can-
flict.

A former professor of law at Harvard,
Mr. Amory is now deputy director of the
Central Intelligence Agency. In his talk,
he discussed recent trends is the Middle
Hast.

The recent sale of armaments by Czecho
stovakia to Egypt wreaks havoc with the
balance of power in the Middle Easi, Mr.
Amory stated. Although the amount aof
arms shipped is small, the transfer of sev-
eral score jet highters will give Egypt com-
plete air supremacy over the siate ot lsrael.

Among the problems holding up ap
Arabefsrueli settlement, Mr. Amory said.f
are the 800,000 refugees wha are living inj
poverty just outside the Isracli border. Thel
question of lsrael's boundaries is also in
dispute, with the Arabs seeking to ree#
tablish the UN partition line of 1947,

Iiscussing what could be done to assur
Israel's security in view of Egypt's armg
purchases, Mr. Amory pointed to the dag:
ger of guaranieeing a truce line which was
the result of war. rather than a “bilater
meuny vi the amnds, But the United
States may nonetheless be obliged 10 guar
m(cc trontiers ta keep peace in the Middle

East, he indicared,

Mr. Amory mentioned Afghanisian as
another area where Soviet pressurc ia be
ing applied. On the other hand, he cited
Irag and Iran as countries sympathetic
the West,

Various tensions among the Arab states
are serving to impede Arab upity, Mr
Amory said. Differences between Egypt
and Syria, and the varlations in standards
of government in the Arab states are keep-
ing them apart. But Mr. Amory did nas
endorse Arab unity as a neceasary prr,rcqul
site 1o peace and stability in the Middle]
Fast.
